The  whole  District  for  Registration  is  divided  into  three  Sub-districts,  they  are  as  follows  : — 


CoNGLETON  liaviiig  a population  of  1,111,  and  an  area  of  7,886  acres,  consists  of  Somerford,  Somerford 
Booths,  Hulme  Walfield,  Newbold  Astbury,  and  Moreton-cum-Alcumlow. 


Church  Hulme  having  an  area  of  14,912  acres,  and  a population  of  2,916,  includes  Goostrey-cum- 
Barnshaw,  Blackden,  Twemlow,  Cranage,  Leese,  Church  Hulme,  Swettenham,  Kermincham, 
Brereton-cum-Smethwick  and  Davenport. 

Sandbach  having  an  area  of  17,857  acres,  and  a population  of  8,189,  includes  Smallwood,  Odd  Rode’ 
Church  Lawton,  Hassall,  Betcliton,  Wheelock,  Arclid,  Bradwall,  Tetton,  Moston  and  Elton. 


Birth  Rates  of  the  Districts  are  : Congleton,  28-8  ; Church  Hulme,  27-7  ; Sandbach,  29’4. 
Death  Rates  of  the  Districts  are  : Congleton,  10-8  ; Church  Hulme,  10-6  ; Sandbach,  12-4. 


Infant  Mortality. — There  has  been  27  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  giving  a death- 
rate  of  78-4  per  1,000  births. 

Zymotic  Disease. — There  has  been  8 deaths  from  Zymotic  Disease  in  the  District,  made  up  as

Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. — I have  had  47  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  to  me. 
24  cases  of  Scarletina,  11  of  Diphtheria,  1 of  Typhoid,  and  11  of  Erysipelas. 


Scarletina, — Of  the  24  cases,  22  were  in  the  Sandbach  District,  1 in  Church  Hulme  District,  and  1 
in  Congleton  Sub-District.  These  cases  were  chiefly  at  Odd  Rode  in  January  and  February  and  also  in 
September,  and  at  Wheelock  in  September. 


Typhoid. — One  case  occurred  in  the  Churc):  Hulme  District. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  11  cases  : 9 in  Sandhach  District,  1 in  Congleton  District,  and  1 in 
Church  Hnlme. 

If  any  Ikiedical  man  in  the  District  wishes  to  have  a specimen  of  suspected  Diphtlieria  examined  I 
have  made  arrangements  to  have  it  done  hy  Professor  Delepine,  of  Manchester  University. 

Puerperal  Fever. — No  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  has  occurred  in  the  District.  I find  the  Midwives 
are  taking  a great  deal  more  care  in  keeping  themselves  and  their  patients  cleaner  than  they  used  to  do, 
and  I think  the  Midwives’  Act  is  already  beginning  to  bear  fruit. 

Phthisis. — There  were  12  deaths  from  Tubercular  Disease  of  which  5 were  from  Phtliisis. 

Measles.  - One  death  occurred  from  this  disease  in  the  Sandhach  District. 

Anthrax.- -Only  one  farm  this  year  was  infected  against  three  last  year:  two  cows  were  killed,  both 
carcases  were  cremated  and  the  premises  thoroughly  disinfected  under  the  superintendance  of  the  Inspector 
and  myself,  and  the  milk  selling  was  stopped  until  all  danger  of  any  further  outbreak  was  passed. 

Water  Supply. — Holmes  Chapel  is  still  in  need  of  a good  supply.  The  mains  have  been  further 
extended  at  Dradwall.  Eode  Heath  and  Thurlwood  are  without  good  water  but  the  scheme  which  your 
Engineer  has  in  hand  will  be  a great  benefit  and  I believe  a success  when  carried  out,  otherwise  the 
district  is  well  supplied  with  water. 

Sewerage. — The  Irrigation  Grounds  at  Mow  Cop  and  Mount  Pleasant  are  working  w'ell.  The  Holmes 
Chapel  Sewerage  was  causing  a uusiance  last  year  owing  to  its  not  being  properly  looked  after  ; since  the 
Council  have  engaged  a man  to  look  after  it  it  has  been  very  satisfactory.  Thurhvnod  requires  sewering 
as  the  drainage  here  is  very  unsatisfactory. 

Astbury. — The  Village  has  been  servered  by  the  property  owners  and  is  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Audlcy  Sewage  Ground. — I have  to  draw  the  attention  of,  this  Council  to  the  Irrigation 
Ground  in  our  District  belonging  to  the  Audley  District.  This  is  causing  a great  nuisance  especially  in 
the  Summer  when  it  is  most  offensive.  I have  had  several  complaints  from  the  people  living  near. 

Hall  Green. — A portion  of  this  Village  requires  Sewering. 

Smallpox  Hospital.—  This  was  used  for  a case  coming  from  Congleton  in  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
The  Caretaker  has  kept  the  Hospital  clean  and  ready  if  it  was  wanted  at  any  time. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Act. — The  Factories  and  Workshops  throughout  the  District  have  been 
regularly  inspected  both  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself.  Efficient  means  of  exit  are  provided  in 
case  of  fire,  and  the  Sanitary  arrangements  have  always  been  found  satisfactory.  No  over-crowding  has 
been  found,  and  the  ventilation  good.  Four  complaints  were  made  (want  of  cleanliness  in  each  case)  ; the 
occupier  were  notified  and  the  defects  remedied.  There  has  been  no  necessity  for  any  prosecution. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  no  underground  Bakehouses  in  the  District.  All  have  been  visited  and 
found  clean  and  in  good  order. 

Slaughter  Houses.  - These  have  been  examined  and  found  well  drained  and  free  from  nuisance. 
No  complaints  have  been  received. 

Inspector’s  Report. — The  Inspector  reports  he  has  visited  and  inspected  80  Canal  Boats  and  found 
one  case  of  over-crowding,  and  one  case  of  Infectious  Fever.  This  patient  was  removed  to  a cottage  and 
the  cabin  thoroughly  disinfected. 

Scavenging.— The  Scavengers  employed  in  the  various  parts  of  the  District  have  done  their  w'ork 
satisfactorily  and  complaints  have  been  very  few.  The  ashes  have  been  regularly  removed  and  carted 
away.
